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City College may still survive.

ast week’s announcement that 
City College of San Francisco will 
have its accreditation revoked in 
June 2014 shocked the city. “It’s 
imperative City College stay 
open,” Mayor Ed Lee said. “I’m concerned 
about the devastating impact City College’s 
termination would have on our great city.” 

While it looks bad for the college (and 
makes the college look bad), it’s worth 
remembering that CCSF has managed to 
remain open for the last seven years despite 
its ongoing accreditation struggle, and has at 
least one more year to go. 

CCSF’s prospects have seemed bleak for 
years. Since 2006, the Accrediting 
Commission for Community and Junior 
Colleges has prodded CCSF to make 
improvements in order to keep its 
accreditation. In addition to the commission’s 
demands, CCSF has had to grapple witha 
massive depletion of resources. Years of 
budget cuts (CCSF has lost more than $53 
million in state funding since 2007) and a 
policy of attrition that left only a few dozen 
key administrators managing an institution of 
roughly 85,000 students put CCSF ina 
position where it lacks adequate resources to 
educate its current student body. Last fall’s 
revelation that CCSF spent 92 percent of its 
budget on salaries and benefits while its 
student employees were not earning San 
Francisco’s minimum wage highlighted 
CCSFP’s difficult financial straits. 

But despite its shortcomings and 
challenges, the college is still here. How has a

So bad, the Los Angeles Times re- 
ported, that a put-upon commuter named 
Wayne Phillips was forced to pilot his yacht 
to work.

from the Mission with great ease. But how 
about some hard data? What does the much- 
ballyhooed Visible Bike Counter on Market 
Street reveal? 

Alas, as with BART employees last week, 
the Visible Bike Counter is not working. 

Municipal Transportation Agency 
spokesman Paul Rose reveals that the 
counter, christened with much fanfare on 
Bike to Work Day May 9, is offline. It was 
disabled due to the late June repaving of 
Market Street — the most visible ramification 
of which is new cycling infrastructure. 

So, in short, the Visible Bike Counter is 
not there to tell us how many people are 
using that new cycling infrastructure or how 
many people pedaled to work in lieu of 
BART. It hasn’t generated any data since 
being yanked offline after a scant 30 riders 
sped by early on June 5. The city hopes to 
have it up and running by the end of July. 

Counting the bike-counters, the Market 





Brice Harris, the state chancellor of 
California Community Colleges, is also 
stepping in to help, appointing a special 
trustee to oversee CCSF and attempt to bring 
it into compliance with commission 
standards. Meanwhile, the U.S. Department 
of Education is investigating the commission 
itself, after a complaint by the California 
Federation of Teachers alleged misconduct in 
its evaluation of CCSF. 

Although the situation is dire, the fight 
isn’t over yet. So here’s to the 2013-2014 
school year, and, who knows? Maybe the 
2014-2015 school year, too. 


Street device is one of 19 in the city. But real- 
time bike traffic analysis isn’t possible, as 17 
of those counters don’t generate instantly 
accessible data. Their most recent numbers 
hail from April. 

There is one other up-to-the-minute 
counter in town, however, on the westbound 
side of Fell, at Scott. Its data reveal the 
Monday, July 1, and Tuesday, July 2, counts 
during the strike were notably higher than 
any Monday or Tuesday of the past 30 days. 
So there’s that. Wednesday, July 3, however, 
was not a particularly high count. And, when 
you think about it, someone headed west on 
Fell isn’t on a path to any location serviced by 
BART. 

If BART employees in the near future 
return to the picket lines, perhaps the Market 
Street Visible Bike Counter will be online to 
reveal cycling trends. In the meantime, we 
eagerly await the data from the city’s Visible 
Yacht Counter. JOE ESKENAZI

Social media reveal the 
banalities and horrors of 
disaster investigation. 


ive-Tweeting an event has 
a come to be asymbol of our 

ephemeral age; cryptic, half- 
formed thoughts regarding NBA play- 
off games or episodes of Mad Men 
achieve worthlessness nanoseconds af- 
ter their publication. 

Over the weekend, though, we saw 
the feds live-Tweeting something 
deeply consequential: a barrage of mes- 
sages from within the charred husk of 
Asiana Airlines Flight 214. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board public affairs officer Keith Hollo- 
way says this has been the agency’s 
standard operating procedure for sev- 
eral years. The NTSB can take months 
or even years determining what led to 
fiery accidents. But it wastes no time in 
posting photos of said accidents onto a 
bevy of social media platforms. Along 
with its much-used Twitter page, with 
nearly 2,700 Tweets and some 37,000 
followers, it regularly posts to Flickr, 
YouTube, its official webpage, and even 
a staff blog on Wordpress. Holloway 
confirms there isno NTSB Facebook 
page, at least not yet. 

The NTSB snapshots adhere to the 
old wartime saying about long periods 
of boredom punctuated by moments of 
terror. Scores of images of men, women, 
and children struggling through safety 
summits and attentive driving forums 
are interspersed with photos of the 
twisted wreckage of derailed coal cars, 
ruptured pipelines, collapsed bridges, 
and, of course, downed aircraft. The 
NTSB doesn’t yet run its own Tumblr 
page. But, in effect, it’s already estab- 
lished a People in Polo Shirts Looking 
at (Broken) Things feed. 

The NTSB Flickr set on Asiana 
Flight 214 features 11 photos. The Twit- 
ter feed features 15 photos and, as of 
press time, more than 40 crash-related 
Tweets. Soon, however, San Francisco’s 
turn in this undesirable spotlight will 
end. An NTSB Tweet in the midst of 
Asiana Air-related matters noted that a 
“Go Team” was en route to Soldonta, 
Alaska, to sift through the wreckage of a 
Haviland DHC-3 charter plane. Photos 
of the blackened, severed tail section of 
the air taxi are already up on the NTSB 
page, along with scattered detritus from 
a former Beech Baron B-55 that 
crashed in the vicinity of Cantwell, 
Alaska, in late June. 

In San Francisco, pain and questions 
linger. For @NTSB, however, there is 
always another disaster to investigate. 
And Tweet. JE.

Metal stanchions, strategi- 
cally placed concrete slabs, and a series of 
squat posts resembling giant, colorless Ju- 
jubes ensure you won’t drive where they 
don’t want you to. Postal trucks entering on 
the Mission Street side are given the once- 
over, complete with the mirror-on-a-stick 
devices you’d use to reveal James Bond 
clinging to the undercarriage of a vehicle at 
Checkpoint Charlie. Those perusing the 
scene on Google Street View will even dis- 
cover a Shades-wearing guard glaring to- 
ward them, his displeasure evident despite 
his blurred-out features. 

Asked in this context, Juvenal’s query of 
“Who will watch the watchmen?” becomes 
a Marx Brothers routine. The guard is 
watching the Google camera which is 
watching the guard and the security camera 
which is watching the guard watching the 
Google camera, and you are watching it all. 

And, when you watch the building, they 
are watching you. A patron at the 98 Cafe on 
the corner of Seventh and Mission recalls a 
fellow diner peering through binoculars 
and typing on a laptop being approached by 
men in dark suits inquiring, courteously, 
what the hell he was doing. It turns out this 
was just a student appreciating the struc- 
ture’s modern architecture — but, the point 
is, he was seen doing this; there are more 
cameras here than at Costco. 

And you haven’t even reached the front 
door yet. On a recent trip to the building, 
your humble narrator was, politely but 
firmly, barred entry by an armed guard 
manning the metal detector due to an of- 
fending Boy Scout knife. So, no, you’re not 
going to sneak much into the Federal Build- 
ing. Especially through the front door. 

But sneaking something out? Well, that’s 
different. 


C hris Costedio is a friendly guy witha 
ready laugh and a reassuring smile. 
It comes as no surprise when he 
mentions that he not only rode a “very clean 
mid-school cruiser” bicycle to work at the 
Federal Building, but he enjoyed hopping 
his BMX over potholes. 

After an overzealous hop landed him in 
the emergency room with a wrenched back, 
however, the claims adjuster was forced to 
stow his wheels at work. But, in the week 
and change between his ER visit and feeling 
well enough to venture out on two wheels 
again, someone swiped the bicycle — from 
within the confines of the Federal Building. 

Now, the loss of a two-wheeled vehicle 
in the vicinity of Seventh and Market is 
pretty commonplace. Thieves prey on the

bikes parked in front of the building in 
broad daylight and in full view of armed 
guards. With this in mind, Costedio says, 
the powers-that-be designated a secure bi- 
cycle area. 

In order to reach it, you’ve got to pass a 
number of cameras on Stevenson Street you 
can see and God knows how many you 
can’t. At the bottom of a severe, gray ramp is 
a severe, gray metallic wall. Perhaps the 
1978 vintage Jackie Chan could find a way 
to scale this barrier, but, rest assured, 
there’d be scary clips of him falling during 
the closing credits. They could even be 
filmed by the motion-detecting camera af- 
fixed to the fortress-worthy portcullis. And, 
again, those are just the cameras you see. 

Gaining conventional access to the 
building here requires a keycard. And not 
just any keycard. Cyclists must specifically 
request digitally tweaked cards to open this 
door. But there’s one more thing: Not only 
do you need a specially tweaked keycard to 
get in - you also need it to get out. 

Costedio smiles and shakes his head. Ei- 
ther a bike thief somehow penetrated the 
feds’ inner sanctum — meaning that far 
more sophisticated and ill-intentioned peo- 
ple could do the same - or a government 
employee decided to risk it all for the thrill 
of fencing a bicycle. That sounds crazy. 

But, then, there was the “MRE incident.” 


equipped with emergency blankets, 
water supplies, and military-style food ra- 
tions (MREs). Not so sensibly, it appears 
someone ate a great deal of these, sans 
emergency. “Hey, I was in the Navy,” says 
Brad Mayberry, a fellow claims adjuster. 
“You do not want to eat those things.” In 
any event, multiple building employees 
confirm that dozens of MREs illicitly left 
the premises, as have mats and weights at 
the gym. 

Messages left for Federal Protective 
Services have not been returned. But no 
one is implying that the Federal Building is 
a den of thieves; it just suffers from the same 
plight as offices where they don’t have 
people with guns or personalized keycards. 
A 2006 study by Harris Interactive revealed 
that 58 percent of office workers have 
pilfered supplies. Of this group, 77 percent 
confessed to nabbing the odd pen or Post-It 
— but 2 percent copped to walking out with 
plants, paintings, or office furniture. 
“Honesty is overrated,” bemoans Andrew J. 
DuBrin, a professor emeritus of industrial 
psychology at the Rochester Institute of 
Technology. “Around Labor Day, office 
supplies dwindle because people use them 
for back-to-school supplies.” 

Perhaps some child is heading to summer 
school right now ona very clean mid-school 
cruiser. Perhaps not. Costedio filed a report 
with Federal Protective Services on May 30. 
His offer to tote a six-pack to the security 
room and personally review surveillance 
footage was politely declined. “I really 
thought we could close the loop on this 
pretty quickly,” he says. He shakes his head 
and smiles. “That bike is in 100 pieces 
by now.” 

Apparently the system here is engineered 
to keep you from toting unwanted objects 
into the building rather than wanted objects 
out. In the meantime, interoffice e-mails ad- 
monish those who'd lift the fed’s weights, 
just as your office manager sends out notes 
chiding the guy eating everyone’s yogurt. 

At any rate, according to a web quiz on 
“Theft in the Workplace” created by the fed- 
eral Office of Procurement and Property 
Management, Costedio did the right thing 
by filing that report after suffering property 
loss in a federal building. 

At least it seems like the right thing. The 
quiz is misnumbered; the first question has 
no numeral and the second question is 
marked as No. 1. So, none of the answers 
match up and the quiz ends abruptly at 
question No. 9. 

We can close the loop pretty quickly on 
what happened to question No. 10.

n 2009, Jered Kenna, a wiry 
former Marine with libertar- 

[] ian leanings, was spending a 

[ie lot of time in cryptography 
BM chatrooms. One day a friend 
he’d made on one of the forums told him 
about a new all-digital currency called bit- 
coin. The friend, whom Kenna knew only by 
his user name, sent him 2,000 bitcoins to 
show him how it worked. 

Kenna’s friend gave him a code to create a 
secure, private address. Then he executed a 
command telling the open-source software 
that powers bitcoin to send 2,000 units to 
Kenna’s address. 

Kenna confirmed the transaction and sent 
the coins back. 

“T was like, ‘Cool.’ They were worthless,” 
Kenna says. The value of the digital “coins” 
Kenna returned has since grown to more 
than $140,000. 

Kenna never heard from his online friend 
again. Kenna believes in hindsight that he

was part of bitcoin inventor Satoshi Nakamo- 
to’s inner circle — and since Satoshi Naka- 
moto is an invented name, many think the 
inner circle is Satoshi Nakamoto. 

“T like to think of Satoshi as the Keyser 
S6ze of bitcoin,” Kenna says. 

Kenna missed his first chance to strike it 
rich in bitcoin, but he’s been hooked on the 
currency ever since. In 2011, he launched 
Tradehill, a bitcoin exchange that allowed us- 
ers to change conventional currency into bit- 
coin and back again. It was forced to shut 
down briefly when it was left short in a dis- 
pute with a digital payments processor, but 
reopened this spring, just as bitcoin’s value 
was starting to climb. Kenna says Tradehill 
now manages a “few million” dollars worth 
of bitcoin. 

Kenna now inhabits a central place in the 
community of devotees that has grown up 
around bitcoin. Though international, the 
community is most robust in San Francisco, 
where legions of tech workers buy and ex- 
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change and, where they can, spend bitcoin. 
Kenna says that the Bay Area owns and ex- 

changes a significant portion of the roughly 
$1 billion bitcoin economy. 

Bitcoin gained some attention outside 
Kenna’s circle of hardcore cryptography 
geeks in 2010 when Visa blocked card users 
from making donations to WikiLeaks, causing 
some to look to buy and donate bitcoins in- 
stead. But the currency really gained main- 
stream recognition only when its value shot 
up this spring. The spike coincided with the 
government of Cyprus’ move to impose anew 
tax directly on citizens’ bank accounts. More 
than a few Europeans, it seems, whisked their 
money into bitcoin accounts to safeguard it. 

Even as mainstream interest in the cur- 
rency grows, watchers are divided on 
whether it will be the innovation that triggers 
the next major revolution in the way people 
do business, or an egregious overreach by a 
booming tech industry that mistakes a figura- 
tive license to print money for a literal one. 


t’s no small feat to invent a new 
} currency. The money has to reacha 

diverse set of prospective spenders. 
Its central authority must be powerful 
enough to withstand legal actions against it 
if — or, really, when — the currency is used 
for money laundering or other nefarious 
purposes. And, perhaps most importantly, 
it must survive the trip across that threshold 
of the social contract that separates play 
money from something with real-world 
value. Previous efforts to create a digital 
currency have foundered on these 
challenges. 

The idea of a digital currency dates to the 
early days of the Internet, when it emerged as 
one way for people to exchange money on- 
line, which many users initially found terrify- 
ing. Most people eventually settled on credit 
card entry forms and PayPal, but hackers 
continued to look for a more streamlined dig- 
ital solution. Bitcoin’s founders also drew on 
hacker culture’s dislike of govern- >> 0/0

ment authority to create a currency that no 
government body controls. 

Here’s how it works. Anyone who wants 
bitcoin can put a computer to work for it: 
The open-source peer-to-peer software 
with which Kenna’s friend sent him bitcoins 
pays out newly minted coins to the first ma- 
chine to complete each ofa series of peri- 
odic math challenges that are too difficult 
for a human — or amere laptop — to handle. 
Competing at these challenges is called 
“mining.” As more people mine for bitcoins, 
the challenges get progressively harder and 
increasingly require specialized computer 
hardware. Most San Francisco bitcoin en- 
thusiasts interviewed bought bitcoins in- 
stead of mining it, the way one would use 
dollars to buy euros or gold. 

Bitcoin works more like cash than a 
credit card, in that a transaction is irrevers- 
ible and has no name attached to it. Small 
business owners and privacy nuts see these 
as perks. The software records all transac- 
tions in a public ledger, so they aren’t com- 
pletely untraceable, but they’re more 
difficult to trace than credit card payments 
or wire transfers. The system confirms each 
payment with a number of computers on 
the network. It takes about 10 minutes. No 
neutral third party is needed mediate com- 
plaints, which makes the process cheaper 
and makes bitcoin a peer-to-peer network in 
human terms as well as technical. 

The system appeals to investors because 
bitcoin is deflationary, which means one 
coin increases in value over time. The bit- 
coin software system will issue gradually 
smaller installments of bitcoin to miners un- 
til 2140, at which point production will end. 
Fiscal conservatives view inflation as a gov- 
ernment-imposed tax, so they like the defla- 
tionary regime, too. 

Bitcoin’s ideological grounding and its 
technical elegance make up its major appeal. 
Many bitcoin enthusiasts admit that they 
like the theory so much that they simply 
want to see it work in the real world. 

“All over the world, there’s distrust of 
government and the financial system. Not a 
lot of people would call themselves libertar- 
ians or would ascribe to themselves radical 
politics in those terms, but something that’s 
not in control of the government is still ap- 
pealing,” says Andrew Badr, 29, a freelance 
software developer who began hosting a lo- 
cal Meetup of bitcoin enthusiasts in 2011. 

The group recently met at a nondescript 
bar in the Lower Haight to celebrate bit- 
coin’s first valuation on the major exchanges 
at over $100 (asingle bitcoin has since 
dropped back down in value to about $75). 
The dimly lit cement-floored room was 
filled with an amicable crowd of techno- 
philes, all but a handful of whom were men 
in their 20s or 30s. 

“Fiat currency [government-issued 
money] isn’t long for this world,” says Brian 
Buckley, a 25-year-old software developer 
who lives in Bernal Heights. 

“Money is very political now and it 
shouldn’t be,” says Reinoud Vaandrager, a 
young Dutch national who works at Google. 

Referring to low interest rates, Vaan- 
drager says, “I’ve been punished as a saver, 
so you look for other forms of investment.”

For some, the currency spurred feel-good 
communitarianism in the same way that 
Ithaca Hours, a community bartering sys- 
tem pioneered in Ithaca, N.Y., does for liber- 
als. Without a financial services industry or 
a world government behind it, individuals 
think that the currency is as good as they 
make it. 

“Right now, bitcoiners are here for the 
enthusiasm. That’s why it’s an awesome 
currency. As it grows, we get less trustwor- 
thy,” says Dan Walton, a gregarious mobile 
app developer with a scruffy beard. 

Walton bought a round of beers with an 
iTunes gift card to prove that the real defini- 
tion of money is being able to spend it. 

Across the room, Owen Martin, a fresh- 
faced data scientist, was hawking bitcoin T- 
shirts he’d designed, priced at a quarter 
bitcoin apiece, or about $25. (Martin was us- 
ing Coinbase, a San Francisco company that 
styles itself as the PayPal for bitcoin. Cus- 
tomers who had bitcoins stored in a Coin- 
base account could pay Martin directly 
using a mobile app or website. Those who 
didn’t would receive an email asking them 
to confirm a payment that would exchange 
their U.S. dollars for bitcoins and transfer 
the bitcoins to Martin.) 

“T think the best way to contribute to the 
community is to be a merchant, and what 








better way to do that than with this hobby 
that I’m really into?” Martin says. 

Felipe Recalde, a North Bay entrepre- 
neur, sells bitcoin for cash through LocalBit- 
coins, an app that facilitates in-person 
trades by providing each with a code via text 
message; they then show each other the 
codes and confirm that the website has 
made the requested transaction. Recalde 
sells at cost, he says, and eats the one per- 
cent fee the website takes in order to en- 
courage more people to use the currency. 

But Recalde makes up his losses spot- 
trading bitcoin: He buys the currency when 
the price dips and sells when it peaks on 
several different exchanges. He is working 
to build software to automate the trades. Re- 
calde has also considered retrofitting ATMs 
to allow those with bitcoin balances to with- 


draw their money in dollars. 

= bitcoin: It’s not yet easy to spend. 
Just two retail stores in San Fran- 

cisco accept the digital currency, which isn’t 

much, but puts the city ahead of any other in 

the world, except possibly Berlin. 

Jennifer Longson, 32, owns Cups 
and Cakes in SoMa. Her husband, 

a software engineer, became fas- 
cinated with bitcoin and per- 
suaded her to start accepting it 
in October, using Coinbase. 
Longson says only a handful 
of customers use bitcoin, 

and almost all are young 

male tech workers. She likes 
that she doesn’t have to worry 
about credit card chargebacks — 
but she has yet to figure out how to 
handle the non-dollar transactions in 

her taxes. 

Yung Chen, a restaurateur in his mid-50s, 
is an unlikely bitcoin pioneer. The owner of 
Sake Zone, a sushi house in the Outer Rich- 
mond that doesn’t even have a website, be- 
gan accepting bitcoin last month thanks toa

coincidence of geography. Sake Zone sits 
next door to the offices of the Internet Ar- 
chive, which pays a chunk of its employees’ 
salaries in bitcoin to support what it has 
called “the local currency of the Internet.” 

Chen too sees only a handful of bitcoin 
transactions a week. But at 5:45 on arecent 
evening, Sake Zone’s sole customer was a 
20-something tech worker visiting from Po- 
land and paying in bitcoin. He’d found the 
restaurant through an online listing of busi- 
nesses that accept the currency. 

Being one of the first businesses in the 
world to accept a novel new currency is not 
a bad deal. But if, as app developer Walton 
says, the test of a currency is whether hold- 
ers can spend it, bitcoin still has a way to go. 

One area in which a currency indepen- 
dent of nation or institution does prove 
handy, though, is in the buying and selling of 
illicit goods. 

With the birth of bitcoin, people quickly 
realized that it was possible to extend the 
conveniences of Internet commerce to 
illegal transactions. In 2011, anonymous 
but seemingly American entrepreneurs 
launched the Silk Road. The online 
marketplace can be accessed only 

by computers running software 
that makes Web browsing 
anonymous for both visitor and 
host. The site only accepts bitcoin. 

Imagine an Amazon. 
com that does between 
$14.4 and $22 million in 
transactions per year sell- 
ing things like marijuana, ec- 

stasy, peyote, and 
pornography. 
The site works by requir- 

ing buyers and sellers to review one an- 
other. Buyers run the risk of receiving goods 
other than what was advertised or, poten- 
tially, nothing at all. Yet, an astounding 97 
percent of transactions result in a perfect 
score for the seller, according to a 2012 
Carnegie Mellon study. 

“Honestly, I was surprised at how well-lit 
it was,” says one San Francisco user. (In 
software jargon, “well-lit” means well-de- 
signed, professional, trustworthy.) 

Critics of bitcoin have often pointed to 
the Silk Road as evidence that the currency 
isn’t sound. The digital black market ac- 
counted for as muchas 9 percent of the bit- 
coin economy in 2012, according to the 
Carnegie Mellon study. But the study’s au- 
thor, Nicolas Christin, says that percentage 
has likely fallen since it was published, as 
bitcoin has attracted a wider audience. 

“Bitcoin has gone from being this type of 
technology that bad people used to buy 
drugs online to being this type of technology 
that people use to buy anything, really,” says 
Runa Sandvik, who helped develop the 
anonymous browsing software that made 


the Silk Road possible. 
=a will be used to buy anything, taking 
the paper and the government out 
of money. But, for now, bitcoin is being used 
primarily for investment purposes. Even 
those people drawn to it for ideological rea- 
sons mostly buy it and hold it, occasionally 
using it to purchase a novelty T-shirt or re- 
pay aloan froma friend. >> 012 


nthusiasts hope that one day bitcoin 
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Investment is driving the interest in bit- 
coin, says David Barrett, the founder of Ex- 
pensify, an S.F.-based business-expense 
processing start-up that in March began of- 
fering reimbursements in bitcoin. 

“Most interested people are speculative 
investors. They don’t care about bitcoin’s 
anarchist roots; they just care about its 
value,” Barrett says. 

To wit, the Winklevoss twins, the broth- 
ers involved in Facebook’s early develop- 
ment (and portrayed in the movie The Social 
Network), recently invested in a company 
that would make it possible for a wider 
group of investors to buy and sell bitcoin by 
selling it as a security on the stock exchange. 

Venture capitalists have recently begun 
to eye bitcoin start-ups. They are largely fo- 
cused on companies that will make using 
bitcoin easier and “more comfortable” for 
average consumers, says Brendan Wales, an 
investor at the Silicon Valley firm eventures. 

Start-ups such as Coinbase and Tradehill 
are vying to become the financial services 
industry of the bitcoin economy — the next 
generation of big banks. That would meana 
big return for their early investors. But for 
the ease of use and peace of mind such 
companies bring to bitcoin payments, they 
will charge fees, potentially eating away at 
bitcoin’s advantage in some types of 
transactions. 

Bitcoin eliminates the control govern- 
ments have over how much money circu- 
lates, but it doesn’t sidestep regulation. And, 
at least in the United States, regulation is 
coming. The Treasury Department recently 
issued a statement asserting that the law 
prohibiting money-laundering and tax eva- 
sion applies to bitcoin. The regulations that 
govern currency exchanges, commodity 
sales, and the stock market may all poten- 
tially be applied to bitcoin services. 

“There are some really good reasons why 
we regulate financial institutions. When 
they come crashing down, they bring the 
rest of the economy with them. The system 
is as safe as it is because it’s highly 
regulated, so there would 
have to be some kind of 
similar regulation for 
bitcoin institutions,” 
says James Angel, a 
finance professor at 
the Wharton 
School. 

Lack of regula- 
tion appeals to tech 
libertarians and al- 
lows fees to stay 
lower, but it creates 
substantially more risk 
for consumers. This was 
made clear in April: With the 
value of bitcoin at a record high 
of $230 onits largest exchange, Mt. Gox, the 
exchanges website was attacked, effectively 
shutting it down and sending the value tum- 
bling. Many observers think the attack was 
an effort by hackers who owned bitcoin to 
push its value down so they could sell high 
and buy low — precisely the kind of activity 
that the strict regulations that cover public 
exchanges guard against. The exchange has 
since suspended withdrawals of U.S. dollars, 
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citing more demand that it can handle 
“smoothly and within a timely manner.” 

“Bitcoin is a very clever idea, but just be- 
cause it’s a clever idea doesn’t mean it’s go- 
ing to succeed. The challenges that it faces 
are pretty huge,” Angel says. 

The biggest problem of all is that users 
can simply walk away from bitcoin if at any 
point fees, regulations, or more hacks could 
persuade them that the currency isn’t much 
better than the financial services industry 
they tried to get away from. The value of the 
coins would tumble back to where it was 
when Kenna held and released his 


first stash. 
rl at 20th and Mission sits an old 
single-resident occupancy building 
that was, until recently, a drug house. Its 
address is spray-painted on a piece of 
plywood spanning the doorway. Piles of 
rusted toilets that were removed and 
replaced crowd the hallways; most of the 
floor is unfinished. 

Jered Kenna recently started paying rent 

on the building after leasing it more than a 
year ago with a promise to 
refurbish it.

One recent morning, 
the smell of eggs wafted from 
a communal kitchen as a line 
of the city’s aspiring Mark Zuckerbergs 
stood, towel-clad, waiting to use the only 
working bathroom. 

Tony Gaitatzis, a Canadian tech entre- 
preneur with family in Greece, plans to pay 
next month’s rent after having a chunk of 
his savings wired from Canada. 

Gaitatzis began trying to buy bitcoin 
when he learned how much easier it would 
be to access his money.

“If I wire money, I have to go into Canada 
and make a request. I have to sign the 
documents to get the money wired here, but 
you can’t move more than $10,000 at a time. 
It’s very simple once things are in bitcoin,” 
he says. 

International wire transfers require 
banks with different currencies, regulations, 
and telecommunications systems to 
exchange money. Currently, bitcoin users in 
different countries can exchange money as 
easily as they can share computer files using 
Google Drive. The transfers are immediate 
and free, except for the cost of converting 
the coins into another currency. 

“The big play that nobody talks about is 
transferring money internationally,” agrees 
investor Wales. “If you were to try to wire 
me money now, it would take a day and 
cost $30.” 

Expensify began offering bitcoin reim- 
bursements to eliminate similar problems 
when companies try to pay global contrac- 
tors in their national currency. “It was the 
right tool for the job,” says Barrett. 

Even if bitcoin infrastructure companies 
move in and take a cut, bitcoin will likely 
retain an edge in this type of transaction. 
Governments would be hard-pressed to 
determine which nameless transfers took 
place between citizens of different 
countries. Millions of immigrants around 
the world could send more of their 
paychecks home, and international travelers 
like Gaitatzis won’t have to worry about 
which country their savings accounts are in. 
For a transient and technically minded city 
like San Francisco, the appeal is obvious. 

And, perhaps as migrants and travelers 
invest more in bitcoin, the currency will be 
accepted in more places. A better way to 
move money across borders falls short of 
the utopian ideals Satoshi Nakamoto may 
have had in mind for bitcoin, but the funny 
thing about money is that it doesn’t tend to 
adhere to any single ideology. It’s really 
just math.

Believe it or not, the classic street-dance 
battle format can get a bit tired.

WITH ANDRE 


It is widely believed that simply 
pointing a camera at André Gregory isa 
good way for a filmmaker not to go 
wrong, a truism established by Louis 
Malle’s 1981 film My Dinner with André, 
in which theater director Gregory and 
playwright Wallace Shawn dined 
together and discussed art and life. The 
legacy of that film certainly explains 
why an affectionate new documentary 
tribute to Gregory by his second wife, 
Cindy Kleine, goes by the name André 
Gregory: Before and After Dinner. Lacking 
Malle’s finesse, and maybe some critical 
distance, Kleine does at least make the 
key right move of pointing a camera at 
André Gregory. He remains an 
engrossing raconteur, and, in riveting 
snippets of rehearsal for Shawn’s 
adaptation of Ibsen’s The Master 
Builder, as attentive and articulate a 
director as any thespian might want. 
Kleine’s great access also allows a 
glimpse at Gregory’s quaintly avant- 
garde 1970 production of Alice in 
Wonderland, which he describes as “the 


portrait of my childhood.” Gregory was 
not close to his parents, who emigrated 
from Lithuania, changed their family 
name, and “forgot to tell their children 
they were Jews,” possibly because Dad 
also was a spy for Hitler. In its 
deceptively relaxed style, Before and 
After Dinner becomes a portrait of the 
artist as a restless truth-seeker. Some 
patience is required. “All you need isa 
tiny room with a few friends, and you 
can make a miracle,” Gregory says. 
“With time.”

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To His Own Beat 


Mick Berry reincarnates The Who’s Keith Moon.

ctor, musician, playwright, 
and author Mick Berry isn’t 
the kind of guy who would 
drive acar into aswimming 
pool or flood three floors of a 
hotel with a burst waterbed. But he does 
share a key quality with Keith Moon, the in- 
famous drummer for The Who and the 
character in Berry’s world premiere solo 
show, Keith Moon: The Real Me. Like his 
character, Berry is always itching to drum. 
“IT can demonstrate, if you want,” Berry 
says, just a few seconds into our interview 
at Russo Music in Noe Valley, where he 
teaches. “I’m playing loud. He played loud,” 
he says, by way of explanation for aurally 
pummeling the foundation of his small 
lesson room. 

This eagerness to play feeds into Berry’s 
philosophy about solo shows, an art form 
he’s been plying for almost two decades. 
“When you do something onstage instead of 
just talk about it, the audience looks at you 
totally differently,” he says. 

Unlike Moon, Berry, who co-wrote The 
Drummer’s Bible, has a deep theoretical un- 
derstanding of the diverse traditions Moon 
both was inspired by and departed from. 
“So much of what Keith did made no sense 
at all. It was all instinctive, and it sounded 
incredible,” he says. As he embarks on 
Moon’s furious opening to “Won’t Get 
Fooled Again,” one of the songs he plays in 
between speaking as Moon and different 
characters from his life, Berry locates what 
makes it unique — Moon’s use of the toms in 
an unconventional spot — while also con- 
textualizing it in the big band fills of Gene 
Krupa and, further back, the Second Line 
rhythms of New Orleans jazz funerals. 

Drumsticks in hand, though, the scholar 
gives way to whirlwind, with Berry’s mod 
haircut thrashing away. Moon pioneered a 
kind of full-bodied drumming — even 
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seated, his whole body seems to pulse. For 
Moon, says Berry, “the universe depended 
on or was expressed by his drumming.” To 
embody this animal spirit — “The energy is 
hard to contain. It’s really wanting to erupt,” 
he says — Berry has spent 10 years prepar- 
ing. He’s drummed for a Who cover band; 
he’s transcribed Moon’s work; he’s recruited 
Frank Simes, The Who’s musical director, to 
be his own musical director for the show. As 
a result of this decadelong immersion, Berry 
knows the music well enough to improvise 
as would Moon, who never played a part the 
same way twice, Berry says, or even the 
same way measure by measure. 

Berry doesn’t envision The Real Me asa 
show just for Who fans. The title comes 
from a Who song, but it also refers to Ber- 
ry’s interest in Moon’s wild reputation, or, 
more precisely, Moon’s “having to live up to 
his wild reputation.” One of rock history’s 
best examples of extravagance, indulgence, 
and self-destruction, Moon died in 1978 at 
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age 32 from an overdose of a drug that was 
supposed to help him with his addictions. 
But Moon wasn’t pure id; he was a show- 
man, courting the press and telling his sto- 
ries with vaudevillian flair. Of Moon’s 
debauchery, Berry goes so far as to say, “I 
think he enjoyed telling it more than living 
it. He lived it in order to tell it. He needed 
an audience.” 

Moon’s behavior, Berry believes, was 
also largely driven by crippling self-doubt. 
“He was incredibly insecure about his 
drumming,” says Berry. He often joked, for 
instance, that he was merely “filling in” as 
The Who’s drummer. Berry encapsulates 
this quality in one core scene that’s based 
on a true encounter: “Look beyond the 
smashing,” the character says. “See your- 
self. See me — another bloke just like you. 
At bottom, you're terrified you truly are no 
good, so you give everyone your worst be- 
havior, hoping they’ll love you no matter 
what. Until you accept yourself, it’s a game

you can’t possibly win.” 

Berry wants his show to help bring clo- 
sure to the mourning of Moon. “He died un- 
resolved,” says Berry. “It’s really sad. My 
biggest hope for doing the show — I want to 
offer Pete [Townsend] and Roger [Daltrey] 
or at least the idea of them, some resolution.” 

In so doing, Berry hopes to help 
reshape Moon’s legacy. Right now, he says, 
“{Moon’s| legacy is being wild. That’s what 
he’s known for, and it overshadows his 
drumming. People forget how musical 
he was. He played music. He didn’t just 
play to show off. He made those songs 
come alive.”

Director Ryan Coogler works ona truer myth 


of Oscar Grant.

our years have passed since 
22-year-old Oscar Grant III was 
shot by a transit police officer at 
the Fruitvale BART station, while 
lying prostrate and handcuffed on 
the eastbound platform. But the incident still 
lingers, just as Grant’s face shines from a mu- 
ral in the city’s downtown corridor. In Oak- 
land, Grant’s become a local folk hero. Some 
people consider him a martyr. The real story 
is alot more complicated. 

To understand the social magnitude of Os- 
car Grant’s death, you have to know a bit about 
the timing — right before Obama’s inaugura- 
tion, right at the moment cellphones were al- 
lowing ordinary people to break news and 
keep officials in check — and a bit about Oak- 
land’s history of resentment toward its police 
force. Nationally, Grant never got the same 
level of media attention as Trayvon Martin or 
even Sean Bell, but at home his face has ap- 
peared on so many protest fliers that it’s em- 
bedded in the city’s political iconography. 
Artists have treated him as a muse; guitar bal- 
ladeers have sung about him in stairwells; po- 
ets have turned the phrase “I am Oscar Grant” 
into amantra and acredo. When protesters 
from the Occupy movement commandeered a 
large patch of grass outside Oakland City Hall, 
they rechristened it “Oscar Grant Plaza.” 

And now Grant is the subject of a Holly- 
wood film, named for the place he died, 
Fruitvale Station, which opens this week in 
New York, Los Angeles, and the Bay Area. 
Made by a young director who grew up in 
Oakland and has many friends in common 
with Grant, it’s jerked a Bay Area legend into 
the national psyche. 





ookie filmmaker Ryan Coogler was 
home for Christmas break the night 
Grant was shot, on New Year’s Eve 





2008. Like everyone else, he learned about the 
incident in fragments. Coogler happened to 
be working security for a rave in San Fran- 
cisco when a friend called to say the trains had 
shut down in Oakland. “He said someone got 
shot,” Coogler recalls, rubbing his eyes dis- 


mally during a press junket at Berkeley’s Cla- 
remont Hotel, two weeks before the film’s 
opening. He remembers going home and 
watching cellphone videos of the shooting on 
YouTube after they’d gone viral. 

Raw as they were, the videos conveyed a 
perfect parable of police corruption, racial in- 
equality, and the public’s new ability to docu- 
ment it. Grant was black and unarmed; the 
BART cop white. Public trust in law enforce- 
ment had already eroded after the famed Rid- 
ers case of 2000, which accused four Oakland 
cops of unlawfully beating and planting evi- 
dence on suspects. Grant’s death was the last 
straw; within a few days of the incident, riots 
erupted in downtown Oakland. Coogler wit- 
nessed the events from afar, but didn’t partici- 
pate. He felt embattled. 

“T wanted to do something, not just about 
it, but something that could help keep these 
things from happening,” the director says. 
“You know what I mean?” 

Coogler had a friend, Ephraim Walker, 
who grew up in Grant’s Fruitvale neighbor- 
hood and who attended law school at USC at 
the same time Coogler was completing the 
film program. Coogler had loosely pitched the 
Grant biopic to Walker, who cottoned to the 
idea but put it away until after he graduated. 
In 2010, Walker moved back to Oakland to ap- 
prentice with civil rights attorney John Bur- 
ris, who represented Grant’s family and 
friends in a series of lawsuits against BART. 
One day Walker called Coogler and asked if he 
was still pursuing the film; Burris needed help 
organizing footage of the crime scene. 

The seeds of Fruitvale Station, which 
snagged two awards at Sundance, came from 
bits of scavenged video that Coogler edited 
into a larger narrative. He decided to com- 
press the film into a single day, Grant’s last, 
but include enough detail to reveal more 
about the slain man’s character, and about the 
larger issues that precipitated from his death. 

Before graduating from USC, Coogler sold 
the idea to actor-director Forest Whitaker, 
who was scouting for new talent at the time. 
Whitaker watched Coogler’s portfolio of stu- 
dent shorts, decided the young director had 
chops, and agreed to executive-produce the

film. He also helped Coogler secure top- 
notch Hollywood talent to populate it. Mi- 
chael B. Jordan of The Wire stars as Grant, 
while indie starlet Melonie Diaz plays Grant’s 
girlfriend, Sophina Mesa. Academy Award- 
winner Octavia Spencer plays Grant’s 
mother, Wanda Jackson. 

Having those tent-pole names gave the 
film Hollywood cachet, although Coogler says 
he took pains to prevent it from becoming a 
standard tearjerker. The tough part was creat- 
ing a sympathetic portrait of Grant that didn’t 
just regurgitate the stuff of urban legend. 
Coogler wanted Grant’s defects to come 
through as well; he wanted Grant to be hand- 
some, and sweet, and likable, but also flawed 
enough to be believed. 


he director had a daunting task ahead, 
i given that Fruitvale Station might be- 
come the official Oscar Grant narrative 
— the one that locks in a lot of conceptions of 
who Grant really was. Coogler felt that bur- 
den, and says he tried as hard as possible to 
create a realistic tick-tock of Grant’s last day. 
To that end, the director culled events 
from court documents — both the criminal 
case against the shooter, Johannes Mehserle 
(who was convicted of involuntary man- 
slaughter), and the civil suits that Grant’s 
family and friends waged against BART — 
and patched them together, paying particu- 
larly close attention to the testimonials from 
Grant’s friends and family. Burris helped 
connect Coogler to Grant’s mother and girl- 
friend, with the idea that both would pro- 
vide a more complex and checkered portrait 
of the young man than public myth allowed. 
But getting to the truth was tricky, since 
Coogler evidently had his own motivations. 
He says he wanted to create a social allegory 
that wasn’t a panegyric; it seems he also 
wanted Fruitvale Station to say something 
about cop corruption and the disparities of 
urban life, but package it in a way that a wider 
audience would accept. Meanwhile, Grant’s 
family wanted to cement a narrative they’d 
spun during Mehserle’s trial, at a time when 
the BART cop’s defense lawyers were raising 
questions about Grant’s character. 
The defense tried to deflect a murder 
charge by portraying Grant as a career crimi- 
nal who often needed to be subdued by police 


officers; Grant’s family countered with their 
own stories of Grant as a family man who’d 
come up hard, but was trying to do better. 
Over the course of the trial, they created a 
character sketch that Coogler would ulti- 
mately replicate. 

Sure, Grant was flawed, family members 
say. He’d been an adulterer, earned arap 
sheet, held a string of jobs at fast-food joints 
and small grocers (in the film he works at a 
fish market) but had trouble keeping them. 
And there’s no question he ran with the 
wrong crowd. Yet the people close to Grant 
also insist he had good intentions. After 
cheating on Mesa, he’d tried to repair the rela- 
tionship, promising to find them a home in 
Livermore with a backyard big enough to 
raise pit bulls; he fought with the matriarchs 
of his family but also loved them fiercely. On 
the eve of his death, they say, Grant was a 
struggling parolee with a heart of gold. 

That archetype shines through every 
scene of Fruitvale Station, which falls short of 
lionizing Grant, but still participates in his 
sanctification. After writing the script, 
Coogler wanted to familiarize his actors with 
that storyline as well. The best way to do that, 
he decided, was to bring them straight to the 
source. Whitaker secured funding to fly Jor- 
dan and Diaz out to Oakland a month before 
the shoot so they could hang out with Grant’s 
friends, watch a basketball game at Oracle 
Arena, learn the local slang and listen to re- 
gional hip-hop. Coogler had the actors talk to 
their real-life counterparts to grasp speech 
patterns and mannerisms. He enlisted Mesa 
as a fashion consultant and had Diaz emulate 
her style — dyed scarlet hair, hoop earrings, a 
Monroe stud above her lip. He hired several 
non-actors to play Grant’s friends, scored the 
film with music from local rap artists, and got 
his brother to compose the ringtone for 
Grant’s cellphone. He shot all the BART 
scenes after hours on real station platforms, 
including the one in Fruitvale. 

Although Fruitvale Station certainly has its 
own moral slant, Coogler structures it like a 
home video or documentary. He strings events 
together chronologically, using Grant’s cell- 
phone call log to mark the passage of time. (It’s 
no coincidence that cellphones form a central 
motif in the film.) Coogler also takes creative 
license to fill in the narrative gaps when Grant 
was alone on that last day. During one of those 
stretches, the protagonist pulls into a gas sta- 
tion and hears a violent screech of tires on the 
street nearby. Grant turns, sees a pit bull lying 
on the ground ina pool of blood, and runs to 
chase the offending car as it races away. 

Though it probably never happened, it’s 
one of the most unsettling scenes in the movie. 
Grant picks up the dying dog and tries to drag 
it to safety — already too late. The clock ticks; 
the sun flickers. The streets seem quiet, 
though any viewer who knows that particular 
gas station also knows it lies in the shadow of 
the BART tracks, which means trains were 
gliding imperceptibly overhead. It’s an eerie 
foreshadowing, a solitary moment in the life of 
a person about to die a very public death. And 
that it is an imagined momentis all the more 
appropriate for someone who, more and more, 
may himself be a work of the imagination.

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Pacific Rim 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday. 
ellboy and Pan’s Labyrinth director 
Hy Guillermo del Toro’s gift for crafting 
inventive monster-mash spectacles 
is on glorious display throughout this saga, in 
which Earth’s last hope against the colossal 
beasts known as “Kaiju” is a ragtag collection 
of resistance fighters — led by Idris Elba’s 
standard-issue commander and Charlie Hun- 
nam’s stock hotshot hero — who pilot enor- 
mous anthropomorphic robots known as 
‘Jaegers.” Heavily influenced by Japanese 
mecha anime franchises like Mobile Suit Gun- 
dam and Neon Genesis Evangelion (not to 
mention Godzilla and Transformers), the 
film’s rock’em-sock’em centerpieces have a 
towering muscularity and creativity, be it out 
at sea or in crowded metropolises (where the 
chaos is shaped by not-so-subtle Hiroshima 
and 9/11 imagery). Those sequences are aided 
by excellent creature and war-machine de- 
signs, as well as deft directorial staging that 
only sporadically devolves into typical special 
effects-overloaded visual incoherence. Alas, 
while Del Toro’s clashes of titans boast a 
thunderous intensity, the smaller-scale efforts 
of Hunnam to find courage, consummate ro- 
mance (with Rinko Kikuchi’s upstart pilot), 
overcome past trauma, and triumph over per- 
sonal adversity too often turn the proceedings 
into alumbering collection of clichés that 
could just as well be annihilated. NICK SCHAGER 





How to Make Money Selling Drugs 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
riter-director Matthew Cooke’s 
documentary makes the case that 
America’s war on drugs is and al- 
ways has been highly deadly, deeply corrupt, 
and insanely wasteful. Clearly Cooke thought 
alot about how to package this stinging social 
critique, and ultimately he uses too much 
packaging: The film is amock-infomercial, 
with step-by-step instructions organized to 
resemble the levels of a video game, including 
all the needed cheat codes to work one’s way 
up from corner man to cartel lord. Cooke’s 
flippant tone might be the only possible way 
to sugar-coat this difficult material, but the 
tradeoffis a compromise of his moral author- 
ity. By the time we're talking about Mexico’s 
50,000 drug-war dead, or America’s racist 
and revolting incarceration epidemic, or for 
that matter the widespread ravages of addic- 
tion, it’s less easy to trust Cooke’s presumed 
outrage. To sustain his entreaty, Cooke gath- 
ers famous commentators — 50 Cent, Emi- 
nem, David Simon, Woody Harrelson — along

with a few variously grizzled veterans of the 
game. The most compelling of these might be 
Barry Cooper, an erstwhile Texas task-forcer 
who one day tried the weed he’d confiscated 
and had a quasi-religious conversion. A char- 
acter you can almost imagine being portrayed 
by Woody Harrelson in a different kind of 
movie, actually, Cooper’s now a mogul in the 
growing business of bust-avoidance. “I’ve got 
alot of ways to sting cops,” he says. “It just 
takes money.” Long live the American Dream.

Fruitvale Station 
Rated R. Opens Friday. 
his year’s Sundance award-sponge is 
: one of our own, celebrating the life 
and lamenting the death of Oscar 
Grant on an Oakland BART platform in the 
first moments of 2009. In his feature debut, 
local writer-director Ryan Coogler (see story, 
page 27) has brought off a stirring and empa- 
thetic grief ritual, but not a great film. Grant, 
played by Michael B. Jordan, spends his last 
day alive exuding generosity, striving for de- 
cency, and soaking up our pity. He goes about 
the business of affording his mother (Octavia 
Spencer), his girlfriend (Melonie Diaz), and 
his young daughter (Ariana Neal) many op- 
portunities to forgive him for letting them 
down before. But as an unmarried black fa- 
ther who’s done some time and recently lost a 
low-wage job, is he doomed to become a tar- 
get? Although it deserves credit for portraying 
Grant as a person and not a saint, the film 
seems timid when addressing his faults, par- 
ticularly the occasional sudden swells of rage 
which could be survival-instinct fronting or a 
tragic flaw. By contrast, his goodness is over- 
stressed, saddling Jordan with insufficient 
context, awkward dialogue, and contrived 
tension-inflating tricks. Neither star charisma 
nor social relevance can make up for crude 
storytelling, but it’s embittering to beat a 
drum for amore tough-minded approach. 
This is still the true story of a defenseless 
young black man shot dead, in the back, by an 
out-of-control white cop. Compassionate 
enough even to allow Grant’s killer, Johannes 
Mehserle, a name change and a brief human 
moment of shocked regret, Coogler has taken 
the high road. With Fruitvale Station rolling 
into theaters just as George Zimmerman 
stands trial for killing Trayvon Martin, it’s 
hard to know where that road will lead. JK.

One Track Heart: The Story of Krishna Das There 


are probably a lot of people who were almost 
in Blue Oyster Cult, but presumably only one of 
them went on to be a superstar of music heard 
in yoga studios. Unfortunately, the journey of 
Krishna Das (born Jeffrey Kagel) as he spends 
decades bouncing between India and America 
in this documentary is not especially engaging 
if you aren’t already a fan of the man or his 
brand of Americanized Hindu devotional music. 
There’s plenty of talk about Das’s enlighten- 
ment, but it doesn’t add up to much. (Notably, 
ina montage from his 2010 tour, a shot of Das’s 
name on the marquee at the Warfield in San 
Francisco pans over to, and lingers on, the 
neighboring Crazy Horse nudie club. And...?) 
Without the extended musical performances, 
the already slim 72-minute movie feels like it 
would clock in around 45; that’s also the length 
of an episode of Behind the Music, a model which 
One Track Heart might have benefited from fol- 
lowing — especially when Das talks about his 
years of despair and heavy drug use following 
the death of his beloved guru Maharaji. The film 
does raise important questions about the very 
concept of enlightenment, but never properly 
addresses them, instead opting for another 
samey-sounding song. (S.C.) 


A Band Called Death They show up early in Jeff 


Howlett and Mark Covino’s film: yet more of the 
bombed-out-building drive-bys that apparently 
are de rigueur for documentaries set in Detroit. 
But as Searching for Sugar Man showed, combing 
that city’s ruins for cultural castoffs sometimes 
turns up a great find. A Band Called Death reiter- 
ates the point, reintroducing the long-disbanded 
punk progenitors who once happened to be a 
power trio of black minister’s kids sawing hard 
against the mid-’70s Motown grain. Meet the 
brothers Hackney: bassist Bobby, drummer Dan- 
nis, and driving force David — guitarist, lyricist, 
lovable mystic kook. David was the one who’d 
died young, but not without letting his brothers 
know that after he’d gone, the world would come 
looking for their music. So it did. His absence as 
the others reminisce is as palpable as the sear- 
ing force of the Death sound, which Earl witha 
guffaw recalls as “white-boy music.” Years after 
Bobby and Dannis became the rhythm section 
of the Vermont reggae outfit Lambsbread, 
some of Death’s old 7-inches started circulat- 
ing underground; at a San Francisco party, 
Bobby’s son heard the single and recognized his 
father’s voice. The rest is still becoming history: 
Death lives! (J.K.) 


A Hijacking Tobias Lindholm’s A Hijacking — an 


intense, narrowly focused thriller about a Dan- 
ish cargo ship seized by Somali pirates in the 
Indian Ocean — could probably be lauded as 
“The Stinkiest Movie of the Year!” Lindholm cre- 
ates a claustrophobic and palpably boy-stinky 
environment in the small spaces in which ship’s 
cook Mikkel (Johan Philip Asbeek) and a few 
other crew members are kept. Meanwhile, as the 
long-distance negotiations between the pirates’ 
translator Omar (Abdihakin Asgar) and the com- 
pany’s Denmark-based CEO Peter (Sgren Malling) 
by phone and fax stretch on, Peter’s instincts as a 
dealmaker are stymied by his company’s refusal 
to capitulate to pirates. A Hijacking is a sweaty 
pressure-cooker of a drama about men in unten- 
able situations, made worse by the alienness of 
their adversaries, separated as they are by not only 
distance and technology (the echo of Peter’s own 
voice on the speaker phone during his calls to Omar 
is strangely nerve-jangling), but also cultural and 
language barriers. (S.C.) 


Augustine “Our hysterical patients are not witches 


or feigners,” insists the 19th-century French 
neurology pioneer Jean-Martin Charcot, in 
a seminar lecture, to a room full of men who 
then applaud his hypnotic command of a young 
woman’s orgasmic seizures. Whether or not this 
moment of dubious progressivism is historically 
accurate, it’s key to the debut feature from 
writer-director Alice Winocour, who had the 
sharp idea to rework Charcot’s claim to fame 
as a subversively feminist historical fiction. 
Winocour’s real protagonist is of course that 
young woman (French pop singer Soko), the 
eponymous one special patient, a kitchen 
maid with whom Charcot (Vincent Lindon) 
forms a complicated bond. We see how she 
first caught his eye while writhing in palsied 
ecstasy on the floor of the psychiatric hospital; 
how she staged a hunger strike to command 
his attention and subtly rearrange their power 
dynamic; how things got out of control when 
they played together with his pet monkey. We 
see, Winocour suggests, how things really 
were. As a brooding drama of Victorian sexual 
politics, Augustine proves a useful antidote 
to last year’s too-cutesy vibrator origin story, 
Hysteria. Ultimately it’s less arresting or profound 
than its maker may have hoped, but enough so 
that a one-note indictment of chauvinism takes 
on arichly tragic bearing. (J.K.) 


The Bling Ring It’s only June, but the contender 


for 2013’s best “media-saturated teenage 
girls go ona crime spree” film is abundantly 
clear: Harmony Komine’s Spring Breakers. 
Trailing behind is Sofia Coppola’s The Bling 
Ring, based on the true case of a group of af- 
fluent Los Angeles teenagers (four girls, one 
boy) who burglarized the unlocked houses of 
C-list celebrities. The most prominent of the 
C-listers was Paris Hilton, who not only appears 
in the film as herself in a mercifully wordless 
cameo, but also allowed Coppola to film inside 
her home, allowing the characters — and, by 
extension, the audience — to marvel at all 
her shiny things, many of them adorned with 
Hilton’s face. Yes, this may have been how the 
actual crimes happened (and there are those 
who will, ahem, “appreciate” watching Emma 
Watson work Hilton’s private stripper pole), 
but between the heavy Hilton presence, the 
contemporaneous news footage from the 
gossip-hounds at TMZ, the thin plot, and the 
preponderance of duckfaces, The Bling Ring 
feels no less shallow than the world it portrays, 
lacking anything as poetic as the “look at my 
shit!” monologue or “spring break for-evah” 
mantras from the (fictional) Spring Breakers. 
The Bling Ring started as a Vanity Fair article, and 
might have been better off staying one. (S.C.) 


Deceptive Practice: The Mysteries and Mentors 


of Ricky Jay There are plenty of dazzling CGI 
effects in the big summer blockbusters, but few 
of them can produce the same sense of wonder 
as a physics-defying card trick performed 
by Ricky Jay, the subject of Molly Bernstein 
and Alan Edelstein’s relentlessly entertaining 
documentary. A frequent collaborator of David 
Mamet, Jay is a prime example of Malcolm 
Gladwell’s “Outlier” concept: He’s studied magic 
his entire life (first performing on television at 
7 years old) and he’s surely long passed the 
10,000-hour mark of shuffling and practicing 
with cards, his real passion. (The picture excerpts 
footage from the Mamet-directed Broadway 
show Ricky Jay and his 52 Assistants, viewable 
in its entirety on YouTube.) But as the subtitle 
implies, the movie is also about Jay’s mentors, 
long-forgotten magicians such as Cardini, Al 
Flosso, and especially Dai Vernon and Charlie 
Miller, men who didn’t teach him everything he 
knows so muchas they inspired him to work hard 
and learn it all for himself. If you have a spare 
lifetime to devote, you might be able to figure 
out how he does his tricks on your own, because 
Jay ain’t tellin’ — and that’s part of the fun. (S.C.) 


Despicable Me 2 Less inspired than its predeces- 


sor, and not exactly a necessary sequel, this 
madcap caper still makes for a righteously 
looney ’toon. The reformed Euro-supervillain 
Gru (Steve Carrell), having retired to rear his 
adopted daughters and develop a line of jams 
and jellies, finds himself recruited by a spazzy 
special agent (Kristen Wiig) to thwart an 


incognito rival. As it happens, this opponent’s 
dastardly scheme involves morphing Gru’s 
multitude of cute yellow minions into frazzled 
purple monsters. With writers Ken Daurio and 
Cinco supplying a deep grab bag of subplots, 
directors Pierre Coffin and Chris Renaud mostly 
just stay busy romping around within their 
gleefully designed environments. Broad, 
brightly colored slapstick ensues, with some 
favorably Muppet-ish mayhem, and the most 
logical thing about this movie is its use of 3-D 
as an extension of cartoonishly exaggerated 
proportions. Nice touches are in evidence, 
like Gru’s sweet and very funny good-mood 
montage, subsequently undone by a newly 
depressed reprise. But the overall construct 
has a strange and unpredictable effect on 
performances: Carrell’s almost better this 
way, with his mugging fully abstracted by 
animation, whereas we start to miss Wiig’s 
actual face. Other voice talents include those 
of Steve Coogan, more or less squandered as 
he often is by American films, and Benjamin 
Bratt, making good strides to get beyond his 
humorless comfort zone. (J.K.) 


?’'m So Excited! Pedro Almodovar has had a long 


enough career to be forgiven for the occasional 
toss-off, and his new /’m So Excited! is mostly a 
fluffy lark. It’s a fun fluffy lark, though, with an 
outwardly serious premise: When an airliner 
experiences a critical technical failure (thanks 
toa cameo by Antonio Banderas and Penélope 
Cruz), the telenovela-ready passengers and 
very gay crew try to prepare for death, often 
by distracting themselves from their inevitable 
fate. The passengers also make speaker-phone 
calls to the ground, and /’m So Excited! loses 
some its focus when one of those calls leads to 
an earthbound subplot involving archetypal 
Almodovar women Ruth (Blanca Suarez) and 
Alba (Paz Vega), scenes that feel like remnants 
from a different, less interesting movie. Except 
for that digression, /’m So Excited! wisely stays on 
the plane, the production design of which has 
a pleasantly 1970s vibe, appropriate enough 
for a film that harkens back to that decade’s 
run of all-star disaster pictures. But /’m So 
Excited’s soul is much closer to the disaster spoof 
Airplane! than to the straight-laced Airport films, 
and Almodovar being Almodovar, it features 
more discussions of the mechanics and politics 
of dick-sucking than you’re likely to hear in 
any other movie currently playing American 
multiplexes. (S.C.) 


The Lone Ranger Yes, Johnny Depp plays an Ameri- 


can Indian in Gore Verbinski’s The Lone Ranger. So 
did Dustin Hoffman in Little Big Man, a film whose 
structure this movie appropriates, with an el- 
derly Tonto (Depp) unreliably narrating the tale 
of how hunky nerd John Reid (Armie Hammer) 
becomes the title character. But it’s Depp’s show, 
and his mugging performance sets the tone 
for a picture which frequently panders to the 
cynicism of modern audiences. It’s suggestive 
of the film’s tone, which uncomfortably mixes 
kid-friendly slapstick with ahigh but bloodlessly 
PG-13 body count. The Lone Ranger only really 
comes alive in a climactic train chase set to “The 
William Tell Overture,” but the music’s rousing 
energy is offset by the heavy CGI. Part of the fun 
of westerns has always been seeing real people 
doing real stunts, especially around real trains, 
but pixels are boring, and there’s not much train 
action in The Lone Ranger that Buster Keaton 
didn’t do for real in The General in 1926. (S.C.) 


Maniac Early-2010s Los Angeles is not late-1970s 


New York, and high-definition digital is not 
16mm film, so it’s not fair to blame Franck 
Khalfoun’s Maniac remake for lacking the grimy 
seediness of William Lustig’s 1980 original. 
The story is quite faithful, though, following 
a psychopath (the seemingly fearless Elijah 
Wood) who works out his mother issues by 
killing women and stapling their scalps to 
mannequins. Actually, the movie doesn’t fol- 
low Wood’s character so much as inhabit him, 
since the entire picture is seen through his eyes 
(except for one scene that homages the original 
film’s iconic poster). It’s a gimmick that works 
remarkably well, making Maniac one of the few 
modern horror remakes whose heavy reliance on 
CGl aids rather than distracts from the storytell- 
ing. But this new, effects-heavy Maniac doesn’t 


skimp on the gore, modern technology allowing 
the full scalping to be shown without having 
to cut away, so to speak. Set to a moody synth 
score, the movie excels in the casting of Elijah 
Wood; while he couldn’t be more different than 
the original’s iber-schlub Joe Spinell, Wood’s 
scrawny adorability works to the remake’s 
advantage, helping to solve the plot hole of 
just what that nice photographer lady (Nora 
Arnezeder) sees in this creep. After all, Frodo 
wouldn’t hurt a fly, would he? (S.C.) 


Twenty Feet from Stardom Morgan Neville’s 7wenty 


Feet from Stardom — which is a documentary, 
but should nonetheless be played at maximum 
volume — looks at several highly accomplished 
background singers, including but not limited 
to Darlene Love, Merry Clayton, and the Waters 
Family. The film is a joyous celebration of their 
work (and you know their work, unless you’ve 
somehow never heard songs like “What’d | Say,” 
“Gimme Shelter,” or even “The Monster Mash”), 
but it’s also asometimes-heartbreaking exami- 
nation of how the youth-and-image-conscious 
entertainment industry makes it difficult for 
them to move to the foreground, be it Phil Spec- 
tor releasing what was supposed to be Darlene 
Love’s solo debut of “He’s Sure the Boy | Love” 
as just another Crystals single, or an overall 
lack of support by the record companies for 
their attempted solo careers. Not only is Twenty 
Feet From Stardom a wonderful addition to the 
sub-genre of documentaries that deconstruct 
60s and ’70s pop music (see also Sound City 
and especially The Wrecking Crew), there may 
not be a more emotionally charged moment 
in the movies this year than present-day Merry 
Clayton listening to her isolated vocal from 
“Gimme Shelter,” sitting alone in the studio 
she recorded it in late one night back in ’69. In 
that moment, she is very much the star. (S.C.) 


The Way, Way Back Let us assume this film’s title 


refers to its young protagonist’s self-assigned 
seat in the family station wagon, from which 
he bursts free to a heartstring-tugging music 
swell near the end. For what this is, that’s subtle 
enough. Writers Nat Faxon and Jim Rash, the 
Oscar-winning adapters of The Descendants, here 
co-direct their earlier script, another melancholic 
beach-house comedy of sympathetic middle- 
Class white folks whose failed marriages are 
hard on their adolescent kids. Producers and 
actors from Little Miss Sunshine complete the 
cutely movieish family-dysfunction formula. 
Anawkward, inward 14-year-old (Liam James), 
drifting apart from his divorced mom (Toni 
Collette) and her douchey new beau (Steve 
Carrell), endures his strained summer vacation 
with help from a friendly water-park manager 
(Sam Rockwell) who helps the kid come of age. 
Consequently, he does all right with the perfectly 
available pretty blonde girl (AnnaSophia Robb) 
next door, and even redraws the boundaries 
within that station wagon. The supporting cast 
includes Allison Janney, Amanda Peet, Rob 
Corddry, and Maya Rudolph, all generously doing 
their duty to nudge both the awkward and the 
feel-good moments forward. But Rockwell is the 
highlight here, exuding great warmth, wit, and 
just enough irony to make even the bromides 
seem savory. (J.K.) 


White House Down “Die Hard in the White House” 


seems like an obvious movie pitch, but it took 
25 years for effects technology (and the Québec 
Film Production Services Tax Credit) to allow 
Roland Emmerich to make the deeply goofy 
yet surprisingly entertaining White House Down. 
A wannabe Secret Service agent (Channing 
Tatum) tries to protect the President (Jamie 
Foxx as an Obama-type who actually has the 
courage of his convictions) during a terrorist 
takeover of the White House, and the picture 
follows the Die Hard template to such an extent 
that there’s no way it isn’t an elaborate joke. 
Or, more likely, executive producer Tatum 
channeling his inner 8-year-old, the one who 
wanted to grow up to be Bruce Wills, wearing 
a sweaty wife-beater and outrunning machine 
gun fire (there is no bullet he can’t outrun!) 
and fighting bad guys and generally saving 
the day. In a summer of dirges like World War 
Zand Man of Stee/ that defy audiences to have 
a good time, White House Down is borderline 
old-fashioned, aspiring to be just a big dumb 


crowd-pleasing action movie. Even when it 
tries to be serious, such as the subtext-as-text 
dialogue about the military-industrial complex, 
the picture can’t help but be silly. And that’s not 
a bad thing. (S.C.)

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Feeding anewfound addiction at Zen Yai.

he boat noodles at Zen Yai put 
me ina trance. I lose all aware- 
ness of my surroundings when 
I’m eating them. The people 
around me, the Top 40 music on 
the radio, the shenanigans on the Tenderloin 
sidewalk outside all vanish; the world is 
whittled down to my chopsticks, metal 
spoon, and the bow] of fiery red broth stud- 
ded with noodles, meat, and greens. The 
beefy broth has the kind of heat that builds 
with every bite, tangy and musky, a bit sweet, 
and thick and rich. Soft, wide noodles pro- 
vide textural counterpoints to the al dente 
greens and crispy pork cracklings. Bits of 
meat (beef or pork; I prefer beef) and liver 
lend their essence. 

Each of the small bowls contains six or 
seven sublime bites, and after I’ve snagged 
the last bit of noodle and drunk the last drop 
of broth, I’m a little surprised to find myself 
in a public restaurant. All I want is another 
hit. And at $2.50 apiece, why not? 

Boat noodles are named for the vendors 
who sell them from boats in waterways all 
over Thailand, and the reason they’re so 
good is because the broth is made with 
blood. If you’re not prone to culinary 
experimentation, please do not let this 
deter you. The broth doesn’t have that flinty, 
metallic component that so many dishes 
made with blood can — it just adds an extra 
dusky layer of complexity to the broth, like 
pho on steroids. 

The boat noodles are part of the “secret” 
menu at Zen Yai, though it is a secret only be- 
cause it is written in Thai on the wall of the 
restaurant and not available on GrubHub; 
they’re mentioned in nearly every Yelp re- 
view, and ordering them makes you about as 
au courant as ordering animal-style fries at 
In’n’ Out. Boat noodles are the reason I went 
to Zen Yai in the first place, but they’re not 
the only reason to return. The restaurant has 
several dishes that give new dimensions to 
Thai cuisine for those used to pad Thai and 
green curry. It even gives S.F. darling Lers 
Ros arun for its money. 

Barbecue is a house specialty, and a whole 
section of the menu is devoted to succulent 
grilled meats. The pork sausage looks like a 
mild bratwurst until you bite into it and your 
mouth is flooded with those sour-spicy notes 
that are the hallmark of Thai cooking. 
Grilled chickens, available half or whole, 
have asmoky, charcoal taste with a slight 
sweetness from a marinade. But if you’re go- 
ing with poultry, go with the “wing of lover” 
on the appetizer menu. These deep-fried 
wings are coated with a sticky, syrupy sauce 
that has infused the meat and bones witha 
rosy glow, and a heat that hits you in the back 
of the throat. They deserve to be on the short 
list of the best chicken wings in the city. 


If I only ordered one other thing besides 
the boat noodles, however, I’d go with the 
intensely pleasurable duck curry. It had big, 
meaty pieces of duck swimming in a coral- 
hued sauce with bits of pineapple and red 
pepper. The duck infuses the sauce with its 
almost candied sweetness; this curry is 
creamy and rich and drinkable on its own, 
like a warm, savory milkshake. 

Some dishes, like tom yum soup, are sim- 
ply solid renditions of Thai standards you’ve 
likely had before. The tom yum’s clear broth 
is dark with chile oil, ginger-scented, head- 
clearing, and full of mushrooms, shrimp, 
and chicken. Mango and sticky rice is a sim- 
ple, favorite dessert, done very well here; the 
mango was almost obscenely ripe, the rice 
with a faint coconut flavor, and a reminder 
that dessert doesn’t need to be fancy to be an 
ideal ending for a decadent meal. 

There were a few disappointments. Pad 
Thai hit only one flavor note, and lacked the 
citrusy, fish-sauce-infused depth that you 
can find in the best versions. Spicy calamari 
is left over from the restaurant’s former iter- 
ation as Racha Thai, and though the squid 
was soft and pliant in a zesty pepper sauce, 
the dish overall was still very fishy, almost 
off-putting. 

Zen Yai isn’t a dive. The room’s deep red 
walls and a carved wooden column in the 
middle serve as atmosphere. Many of the ta- 
bles around me were conversing in Thai. It

was never packed like Lers Ros often is, 
though I’ve heard it can be on weekend 
nights, when the restaurant serves rice por- 
ridge with pork to soak up the indulgences 
of the evening. 

But nothing else really matters when 
youre riding the afterglow of the boat noo- 
dles. I mentioned them to a friend, and he 
smiled happily, lost in a reverie of his own. 
We agreed to go back and eat them as soon 
as our schedules allow. I can’t imagine we'll 
talk much, but sometimes contented slurp- 
ing speaks louder than words.

Southern Comfort 


he Bay Area’s boomlet of Southern 

cooking continues directly behind the 

Paramount Theatre in Uptown Oak- 
land. Across the street from a defunct wig 
store, Hutch is a restaurant worth getting on 
BART for. 

From bar snacks like pimento cheese up 
through the raw bar — with its $18-per-person 
platter of oysters, shrimp, salmon, crawfish re- 
moulade and anchovies — and into the entrees, 
Hutch has something for every palate and at 
every price. The buttery smoked salmon is a 
perfect example. Served on a mound of citrus-y 
shaved fennel and dotted with hot mustard and 
rehydrated with bourbon, it’s excellent, it’s 
presented as a Rorschach test — is that a craw- 
fish? — and it’s only $8, which is actually almost 
shocking. 

However, it’s the meaty Sunday Suppers 
that are going to be a draw. Past dinners have 
offered fried chicken, spaghetti with meat 
sauce, a whole roasted leg of lamb, and a 
Memphis style, dry-rubbed and roasted pork 
shoulder — all with the requisite sides. Pref- 
ace the mighty meal with a Two Jacks Sazerac 
(Laird’s applejack, Peychaud’s bitters, St. 
George absinthe, and house-made simple 
syrup), a Boulevardier (bourbon, Campari, 
sweet vermouth and a cherry) or a Mai Tai 
that approximates Trader Vic’s. After all, the 
presence of bowls of semi-zested citrus ona 
bar practically guarantees that the cocktails 
will be top-notch. 

Airy without being cavernous, and illumi- 
nated by skylights and huge iron chandeliers, 
Hutch is a great space, well-designed but ca- 
sual. Two photographic tetraptychs of bridges 
grace the long wall. (One is the Bay Bridge; 
we'll play coy on the identity of the other, but 
you'll never guess it in a million years).

Opening” banner outside. There are tables to 
sit and eat in, but you'll probably just want to 
pick up some snacks to go. 

Despite its name, though, xiao long bao 
(pork soup dumplings) are not the best item 
here — they’ve got a nice, soft wrapper and 
clean-tasting pork, but very little liquid in- 
side, so they’re a little fraudulent. But they do 
amount to about 66 cents apiece. 

Instead, go against your instincts here and 
order the non-titular items such as chili pork 
dumplings and the fattest, tastiest scallion 
pancakes we’ve had. Perhaps they should re- 
name the place.

Evolution of 
the Alembic

hen Daniel Hyatt left the Alembic 
early this year, it was difficult to 
image how the bar would function 


without him. He largely defined the Upper 
Haight bar’s innovative house cocktail style, 
which fits right in with the classics (much like 
the residents of the neighborhood). 

One of the new bar managers, Danny 
Louie, worked extensively with Hyatt during 
his tenure and is keeping the place humming 
along with the help of Ethan Terry, formerly 
of AQ. The pair is adding its own touches and 
original creations. “My vision has always been 
to keep things whimsical and on edge without 
the pretension,” says Louie. “T like to chal- 
lenge the palate a little while keeping the 
other half [ofthe menu] more approachable.” 

Louie and Terry have created some daz- 
zling and delicious original drinks for the 
menu, but their Army Navy ($11, Beefeater 
Gin, Small Hand Foods Orgeat, lemon, Jerry 
Thomas’ Own Decanter Bitters) showcased 
their skills for us. Lightly adjusted from David 
A. Embury’s The Fine Art of Mixing Drinks, its 
simplicity belied the refreshing complexity of 
the drink. Essentially a gin sour with bitters, 
this cocktail is a great example of the effect 
fine tuning can have on classic drinks. 

But just because their Army Navy is so 
good, it doesn’t mean their more out there 
original cocktails should be missed. The won- 
derfully tropical 30 Days Notice ($11, Flor De 
Cafia Rum, banana cordial, yellow chartreuse, 
lime, chili tincture) tweaked tiki style ina 
uniquely herbal way. Tall and served witha 
metal straw, the cooling effect of the drink be- 
gins with your lips. 

The Nine Volt ($11, Aviation Gin, white Si- 
chuan pepper, white grape juice, green tea) 
uses an obscure variety of Sichuan pepper 
that has a mellow intensity and lovely pine 
and coriander essence that complements the 
gin but doesn’t overwhelm. The tongue tin- 
eling feeling is as electrifying as licking a nine- 
volt battery.

ow, is Ghirardelli Square ever 
lame. Holy shit. The restaurant 
and shopping area at the San Le- 


andro BART station is La Rambla in com- 
parison. The “Square” is basically a few 
levels of a strip mall, with the candy com- 
pany at the center. Walking into it you are 
greeted warmly by a teenager holding a bas- 
ket of chocolate squares; farther in there are 
more smiley youngsters, although the girls 
manning the sundae bar were about as en- 
thusiastic to be there as Rachel Jeantel on 
the witness stand. You walk through a 
gauntlet of chocolate if you go through the 
main entrance, and as I stood there I 
counted about 10 different people going 
“Whoa!” after they came in, which might 
explain some of the staff’s apathy. That 
would get old. 

It’s hard to find a drink in Ghirardelli 
Square, but my pal and I managed. 

McCormick & Kuleto’s is a gi- 
gantic restaurant and bar 
there that overlooks the 
bay with an all-glass 
front and two levels of 
seating. I prefer sea- 
food restaurants that 
have “Buoys” and 
“Gulls” written on the 
bathroom doors, but 
we weren’t there to eat 
so I let it slide. 

The bartender greeted 
us the minute we crossed the 
threshold, despite the fact that 
he was busily making a drink. “Look 
at that view!” said a woman who had just 
settled into a table in the bar. I suppose that 
is the equivalent to gobsmacked chocolate 
lovers elsewhere in the compound, but the 
bartender didn’t seem annoyed. 

She was right, it is pretty cool to look out 
the windows there. Across the street there is 
a swimming beach and a grassy area for pic- 
nics. The Golden Gate is off in the distance. 
If you hold your camera in such a way at 
such a location, you can get all that in a shot 
along with the “Ghirardelli Square” sign, so 
there ya go. It’s the same with the Painted 
Ladies, by the way: Up close they are noth- 
ing special, but from afar they are part of a 
picturesque scene with the city in the back- 
ground. A few intrepid dorks seek out the 
Mrs. Doubtfire house, which still baffles me. 

Last week I hit these spots for the first 
time, including driving down Lombard. 
“Why do you think the tourists spots are 
tourist spots?” I asked my guy friend. 

“T mean, this spot is lame. Fisherman’s 
Wharf is hella lame. Coit Tower be hecka 
hella lame...” 

He cut me off with the raise of his hand. 
“Postcards,” was his answer, which I agreed 
to; whatever makes a better picture post- 
card ends up being a destination. Mean- 
while people miss cool stuff like the shops

on Valencia, Ocean Beach, mansions at Sea- 
cliff, Hayes Valley, little Russia on Geary, 
and the Tonga Room. 

But I always tell people who are visiting 
here that it’s the neighborhoods that are 
the most fun things to visit, not specific 
destinations. 

“We need to create a tourist trap,” he 
said. I couldn’t believe I hadn’t thought of 
that myself. If Ghirardelli could lure people 
from all over the world to his parking garage 
disguised as a Square, surely our two brains 
could conceive of something even better. 

“People like food,” I said. 

“Yes,” he agreed. “People eat food.” 

“They put food in their mouths and then 
they also buy food for later.” I said. We were 
really onto something. We would have to 
create a food that was nonperishable and 
could attract large numbers of Europeans 
and Midwesterners alike.

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The Fire Still Burns 


Beloved but forgotten, the Flamin’ Groovies return to shake some

an Francisco rockers the 
Flamin’ Groovies epitomize the 
status of “cult legends”: Few 
know their music, but most 
who do will champion it 
intensely. 

The band’s best albums are forgotten 
classics: 1971’s Teenage Head is the Ameri- 
can Exile on Main Street, all juke-joint sleaze 
and nihilist blues shuffle. It’s laced with so 
much recklessness — and recorded so 
roughly — that it arguably qualifies as proto- 
punk. (If you enjoy the Rolling Stones of the 
late ’60s and early ’70s, but you haven’t 
heard Teenage Head, stop whatever you’re 
doing and go listen.) 

Unfortunately, the Groovies have always 
been 10 years removed from whatever style 
of music was fashionable at the time. The 
band’s first incarnation basically played ’50s 
rock’n’ roll in late-1960s San Francisco. 
When the city’s acid rock scene took off on 
the heady jams of bands like Jefferson Air- 
plane, it made the Groovies’ Chuck Berry 
worship look ancient and simple-minded. 
The band did find inspiration and kinder re- 
ception in Midwest cities like Detroit, 
where its members’ heroes, the MC5, were 
based, but big-time fame never arrived. 

Ina later version, the band played ’60s 
pop-rock in the mid-’70s, which proved sig- 
nificantly more successful: Shake Some Ac- 
tion, the latter Groovies’ 1976 ode to the 
British Invasion, influenced the rise of 
power-pop and punk in America, and re- 
mains a vital document of that 


At least in one version. Roy Loney, the 
wildman vocalist and guitarist who left the 
band just after the release of Teenage Head, 
won't be on this tour — but not because he 
and Jordan aren’t getting along. They’ve 
played numerous reunion shows, but even- 
tually decided to focus those on the material 
Loney contributed to the band, and leave 
out the music that came after he left. We’re 
getting the opposite incarnation this week, 
meaning Loney won’t be participating — 
and so, presumably, this week’s show won’t 
feature songs from Teenage Head. (Tear.) 

As for what motivated this reunion, Jor- 
dan is clear. In November, he was offered

Even after the excellent Shake Some Ac- 
tion reestablished the then London-based 
Groovies to U.S. listeners, the albums were 
hit or miss. Their later records all contained 
a handful of excellent songs, but were filled 
out with covers of the Stones, the Beatles,

They’re back — at least in one incarnation. 


Dylan, and the Byrds. Sometimes those cov- 
ers justified themselves; often they didn’t. 

Still, there are more than enough solid lat- 
ter Groovies songs to make an excellent 
show: Hearing the brutal “Slow Death” and 
Beatles-y “You Tore Me Down” live should be 
a revelatory experience. And it sounds like 
there’s a chance that the new music might 
stand on its own, almost as a hybrid of the 
band’s two best eras. “It’s a lot closer to the 
power-pop sounds that we became kind of fa- 
mous for in the ’70s,” Jordan says, adding that 
“we’re also adding in Chuck Berry-style rock 
1’ roll, which is pretty unique these days.” 

Jordan, who lives in his mother’s old 
house in Glen Park, comes across as kind of 
a madman over the phone, speaking loudly 
and brusquely, like a teenager witha 
64-year-old’s voice. He sounds like he might 
actually have the fire required to render the 
Groovies’ quintessentially amped-up rock. 
The question now — as ever, for the Flamin’ 
Groovies — is whether anybody outside of 
the band’s fervent cult will want to listen. 

Jordan has his own apt description for 
band’s status. “[It’s] kind of like we’re in 
braille on a billboard in a town full of blind 
people, and the billboard’s up like about 100 
feet,” he says. “So it’s like, some guys who 
climb up that ladder and feel their way 
across the billboard, they go, ‘Oh, the Fla- 
min’ Groovies, far out!’ But how many guys 
are going to do that?”

Prince Paul and Peanut Butter Wolf keep 
DJ culture soinning at 45 RPM.

J culture is in a state of rapid trans- 
formation. As money continues to 
flood into the electronic dance mu- 
sic market and computer controller technol- 
ogy continues to get better, the meaning of 
the term has moved far away from anything 
related to jockeying discs. In fact, many of 
today’s DJs don’t work with physical media 
at all — they might be more appropriately 
thought of as “thumbstick jockeys” or “hard 
disk jockeys.” But, as the craft continues to 
mature, there are thankfully still plenty of 
people dedicated to keeping the old ways of 
the disc jockey alive. And in the perspective 
of the old-school, few things are as fabled as 
the practice of collecting and spinning 
7-inch vinyl records. This Friday, Mighty 
hosts a night dedicated to this dying phe- 
nomenon called 45 Live, with some of the 
most influential hip-hop DJs from the past 
20 years playing songs exclusively on 7-inch, 
45-RPM records.

Smaller than a 12-inch record, but larger 
than a compact disc, 7-inches are an out- 
dated technology. They’re lo-fidelity, brittle, 
and only contain about three to five minutes 
of music per side. As you might imagine, 
they’re difficult to spin with; to do it right, a 
selector has to think fast and apply an ex- 
tremely light touch. Similarly difficult is ac- 
quiring a collection of playable 7-inches, 
which involves long hours spent digging in 
record shops and basements. Yet limited as 
they are, there’s an appeal that’s mostly ab- 
sent in other formats. All 7-inch DJ sets get 
back to the roots of hip-hop DJ culture, 
when turntablists used to compete with 
each another over traits like manual dexter- 
ity, depth of record collection, and overall 
dancefloor appeal. 

The DJs at 45 Live embody these traits in 
their own way. The headliner for the evening 
is Prince Paul, the East Coast DJ and pro- 
ducer known for his sample-heavy work with 
De La Soul. A lifelong record collector, he was 
also a pioneering scratch DJ in New York’s 





fertile 80s hip-hop scene (in interviews he 
claims to have been one of the first players to 
stutter words, as he can be heard doing on 
Stetsasonic’s ‘Just Say Stet’). Also on the bill 
is Stones Throw spinner and A&R man Pea- 
nut Butter Wolf, L.A. turntablist and Beat 
Junkies founder J-Rocc,’80s funk revivalist 
Dam-Funk, and local scratchers Shortkut and 
Platurn. Add them all up and you’ve gota 
night that promises old-school fun at the 
agreeable speed of 45 revolutions per minute.

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Rap Attack 


After DJing locally for years, 
Ammboush is moving up to 
the mic.

t’s 1992, and the Real Untouchables is back 
... ’m about to introduce you to my moth- 
erfuckin’ posse.” That’s Master P on arare 
Mama’s Bad Boy-era 12-inch single. He’s in- 
troducing the earliest version of his TRU 
gang, which includes Richmond rapper 
Chilee Powdah, P’s brother C-Murder, and, 
scratching in the background, a young DJ 
Ammbush. 

Not abad intro. But Ammbush, born Tor- 
rance Scott, didn’t consider himself a true 
producer until years later. Getting ahead of 
himself was never his style. Ammbush has 
built his career one piece at a time: from DJ, 
engineer, producer, and member of the long- 
standing East Bay DJ collective the Oakland 
Faders, to father of three and 20-year veteran 
of Bay Area music. But, jawing away at his 
Oakland studio one day this summer, you’d 
think he’s just getting started. 

The LP Ammbaataa, released this spring, 
was technically Ammbush’s rap debut — and 
was inspired by his collaborations with 
younger artists. But rather than sounding like 
the grizzled old guard, the record pops with 
confidence and good humor. Like MF Doom, 
he can mince, marinate, and seemingly chew 
on words. Like Pusha T, he can hit with a sneer 
or avenomous cadence. Like Mac Dre, his lev- 
ity is actually funny, though often a veneer. 

Ammbaataa is a sample platter, showing 
off a little bit of everything he can do. It 
doesn’t reveal Ammbush’s skill at sculpting a 
narrative, and you can tell he’s hungry to put 
down a second, more conceptual LP. There 
are some serious moments that he wants to 
explore. One is his own version of “Mama’s 
Bad Boy” — the head-shaking story of a best 
friend’s demise, which echoes Master P’s 
song of the same name but from a different 
vantage point. 

“Tt can get real gloomy, but then right be- 
hind that be hella funny again,” Scott says. “I 
knew this wasn’t going to be an album of 
street rap, ‘cause that’s not where I’m at, 
but you have to get serious sometimes 
to balance the humor.” The themes 
are light, but Ammbaataa is lavish 
in its sound. “C&C” is an omi- 
nous, syrupy flip of a de- 
cades-old Black Sheep 














record, over which Ammbush traverses the 
years and warps lines like “Ammbaataa ’bout 
it, like Percy Miller,” or “I’m elite, my pen 
grew feet /I ran with the ultra-magnetic 
Kool Keith,” and what sounds like “Livin’ La 
Vida Loca / lookin’ for Vida Guerra.” 

Ammbush has a knack for confounding 
critics; writers at Pitchfork and SPIN have 
dubbed him an “unknown” in “unmarked ter- 
ritory,” both praising his sound for the lineage 
it follows and dismissing it as “Internet rap.” 
And it’s true: Ammbush has stayed mostly un- 
der the radar and out of sight. In addition to 
his studio work and DJ career, he has been a 
stay-at-home dad for 12 years. But he’s also 
well connected, and ready to support young 
talent. Four years ago came a turning point, 
when Ammbush, Fillmore mainstay DaVinci, 
and producer Al Jieh came together under the 
banner SWTBRDS. Then, in an intensive, 
highly collaborative process, they recorded 
DavVinci’s debut The Day the Turf Stood Still. It 
won praise for its narrative style, East Coast 
influences, and break from the drum ma- 
chines and synthesizers that had exemplified 
Bay Area hip-hop. Ammbush’s signature was 
all over it, but he hung coolly in the back- 
ground. Later that year, he was introduced to 
Oakland rap duo Main Attrakionz through 
another legendary DJ and late champion of 
Bay Area music. 

“Matthew Africa was like, ‘Dude, I’ve got 
this new group, they’re young but’ — I re- 
member his words — ‘you’re an old school cat 
that can appreciate this new shit.’ And I was 
like, if you say it, I’m in. So he got me in touch 
with [Main Attrakionz], and they came and 
recorded 808s and Dark Grapes right here. 
Them dudes were, like, in a whole other 
world. All vibes. And we were diggin’ it.” 

For the new Ammbush, the one we hear 
on Ambaataa, rapping with the young’ns 
comes naturally. And though his previous 
work abounds, it’s not getting in the way of 
his having a fresh start. If you want to find the 
old Ammbush, he’s scattered across YouTube 
and buried deep in the bins at Amoeba, 
mashing up Wu-Tang flows with G-Funk on 
Chilee Powdah’s “Rukus” (1996), teaming up 
with East Coast graffiti rappers Artifacts 
(1998), or even in the studio for Raphael Saa- 
diq’s debut Instant Vintage (2002). But this 
can all feel like paleontology next to where 
he’s at today. So when you ask him how he’s 
feeling about his rap debut, you'll have to un- 
derstand why he laughs. At the end of the 

day, Ammbush doesn’t mind being 
seen as a newcomer.

New York’s Blockhead produces a style 
of funky, psychedelic hip-hop that counts 
DJ Shadow as its deity and Amon Tobin, 
Thievery Corporation, and Danger Mouse 
(among others) as patron saints.

Drawing from 
Boogie Down Productions, disco, and 
Southern rap, Blockhead sits comfortably 
in the same ether as Large Professor’s 
dense, drum ’n’ bass haze and DJ Vadim’s 
heavy-lidded breakbeats. So expect a 
celebration of crate-digging’s 1990s hey- 
day when Blockhead comes to the Ritual 
party at Mighty.

Black metal can be serious business. Take 
a look at the conversation surrounding 
Deafheaven. The S.F.-based five-piece, 
which was formed as a duo in 2010, 
works in the genre while subverting sty- 
listic traditions. Deafheaven’s personnel 
doesn’t dress like typical black metal 
dudes, and the band titled its second and 
latest record Sunbather, referencing a 
profoundly un-black metal activity. (Also, 
the album’s cover is salmon-colored.) 
Sunbather has the overwhelming pres- 
ence and noise of a black metal album, 
but its soft moments and crescendos also 
take cues from post-rock. All this has led 
to significant Internet chatter about 
whether or not these guys are cultural 
appropriators. Having to constantly deal 
with the headache of being called “hip- 
ster metal” must suck, but it could be 
worse: the members of Liturgy, an even 
bigger pariah in black metal, once re- 
ceived a shattered windshield and 
slashed tires for their troubles.
